and tonight. The greatest toll of 
life is thought to have been taken 
when the Dutch steamer Silvanus 
collided with the Standard Oil com- 
pany's tanker, Thomas H. Wheeler to- 
night about 40 miles below New Or- 
leans. Property loss is expected to 
approach half a million dollars. Forty- 
four men were injured in the two 
accidents. 

Five men were officially reported 
missing, another unaccounted for by 
his relatives and two were in a criti- 
cal condition as a result of five ex- 
plosions of oil aboard the Standard 
Oil tank steamer, O. T. Waring, in a 
dry dock here today. 

35 More Are Missing. 

Newspapermen learned at the scene 
of the collision opposite Plaquemine 
parish that 35 members of the crew 
of 50 of the Silvanus had not been 
found after the Dutch and American 
vessels struck each other in darkness. 
Fifteen of the Silvanus sailors, most 
of them Chinese, were rescued. None 
of the crew of Thomas H. Wheeler 
suffered severe injuries. 

Names of Missing. 

The five men missing from the O 
T. Waring tonight, all of whom were 
Edward Bal- 
ser, Joseph Reiss, E. Bayhi, 
Auvine, Perry Laurier. 

A. M. Johnson and Carl West, sea- 
men injured in the explosion, were 
in a critical condition in a local hos- 
pital tonight. 

With the exeeption of the master, 
pilot and second and fourth engineers, 
all members of the crew of the Sil- 
vanus taken from the 
were Chinese sailors. Several of those 
injured were on their way to New 
Orleans to obtain medical attention. 

Relatives Crowd Decks. 

Meanwhile wild stories of confusion 
and mangled bodies lying on the deck 
of the O. T. Waring, following the 
explosion aboard that vessel went the 
rounds of the wharf. Wives and 
relatives of the seamen crowded the 
docks and awaited tremulously news 
of their loved ones. Fire engines 
roared and dashed about, orders were 


shouted in hoarse tones and small 
boats ducked in and out of the stern 
and bow of the larger vessel. 

The first explosion occurred about 
2 o'clock this afternoon in the after 
part of the ship, about three hours 
after it had been placed in the 
Jahacke dry dock. Three intonations 
followed the first in quick succession 
and the fifth sounded about 30) 
minutes later. Flames leaped through 
the holds and mounted as high as the 
stack. Great clouds of smoke arose. 
Persons miles away heard the noise 
and saw the smoke mounting into the 
heavens. 

General Fire Alarm. 

Hundreds of morbidly curious im- 
mediately flocked to the scene. They 
were barred from entering the ship- 
yards by a cordon of police flung 
about the place. A_ general. fire 
alarm wag sounded and in a so min- 
nutes two fire tugs, the Deluge and 
Sampson, arrived. 

The British ship, Manx Isle, of Liv- 
erpool, lying near the O..T. Waring, 
was damaged by flames which de- 
stroyed the wheel house, burned the 
boat aad consumed piles ‘of rope. The 
Manx Isle was towed into mid-stream 
to avert further disaster. 

Orders were given by Fire Chief 
Fivans prohibiting any persons other 
than firemen from going aboard the 
O. T. Waring. These instructions 
were almost unnecessary as _ few 
wished to risk their lives by such ac- 
tion as two tanks of gasoline in the 
ship’s cargo had not exploded. 

The extent of the damage could not 
be determined tonight and “the amount 
of insurance carried was not ascer- 
tained. Experts in commenting on 
the causes of the explosion said that 
oil gases may have accumulated in 
the tanks. New rivets were being in- 
stalled at the time.

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ROAD CHEF URGE 
IMPROVED HIGHWAY 


Washington, D, C., April 8.—An- 
nual improvement of more than 40,- 
000 miles of highways in the United 
States as a result of combined ef- 
forts of federal, state and local agen- 
cies will continue during the next 
few years, in the opinion of Thomas 
H. MacDonald, chief of the United 
States bureau of public roads. Dur- 
ing the past several years the mileage 
of improvements on our highways has 
exceeded that figure, he said. 

Although Mr. MacDonald would not 
venture a prediction of the probable 
number of miles to be improved in 
the United States during the next 
few years, he expressed the _ belief 
that the proven economy of good 
roads will do much to influence an 
increase over the programs of pre- 
ceding years. 

In speaking of the present initial 
objective of the road building in- 
dustry in the United States, Mr. Mac- 
Donald stressed the need for imme- 
diate improvement of all roads in- 
cluded in the federal aid and state 
highway systems by widening, sur- 
facing and elimination of danger 
points. 

Cuts Transportation Costs. 


“In this manner,” he said, “‘we can 
promote the best interest of the 
nation at large, both in the matter of 
economy and the welfare of its -in- 
dustry. The increased traffic on our 
public highways has not only made 
their immediate improvement a mat- 
ter of good policy for public conven- 
ience, but equally necessary to ob- 
tain the lowest possible cost of high- 
way transportation.” 

Progress of the road building in- 
dustry in this country during the pres- 
ent year will be climaxed by the 1927 
road show and convention of the 
American Road Builders’ association, 
plans for which will be completed 
at the yearly meeting of the _ or- 
ganization to be held in New York 
city on May 14. At the latter date 
new officials of the organization will 
be installed. 

Representatives of United States 
bureau of public roads will attend 
the road building meeting in May, ae- 
cording to Mr. MacDonald, and it is 
very probable that the department 
will continue its exhibit at the road 
show next January. 

More than 35,000 engineers, con- 
tractors and highway officials are ex- 
pected to attend the 1027 convention 
of the road organization, represent- 
ing all parts of North and Sonth 
America. A large part of the asso- 
ciation will be in attendance at the 
May meeting.

Brennan Arraigns Law. 

Mr. Brennan began with a declara- 
tion that six years ago he “in com- 
mon with all good citizens, felt that 
the A ai act should be given a fair 
trial.’

“An end of drunkenness, crime and 
poverty; lessened need for official 
agencies to enforce criminal laws;

It is foolish to assume that muscu- 
lar strength means health, for it has 
little to do with health. It is a seri- 
ous mistake for young people to at- 
tempt to develop big. muscles such as 
the physical culture charlatans exhibit, 
for such muscles are of little use even 
in athletic efforts and they become 
literally parasites, sapping the avyail- 
able energy just for their maintenance, 
The big muscle freaks are clumsy, in- 
efficient, never win any athletic con- 
tests and live a short life. Children 
who develop a fondness for certain 
third-rate magazines should be placed 
under the tutelage of real experts or 
teachers, such us the physical edu- 
cation teachers in well-conducted 
schools or the physical directors in tha 
¥. The guidance of these instructors 
may save the impressionable boy or 
girl from being victimized by the fakers 
who hold forth in such magazines. 

How does exercise help one to keep 
well and fit? Well, suppose you sud- 
denly develop appedicitis tomerrow. 
If you've not neglected your exercise 
you are fairly fit to stand the gaff and 
after you've been gaffed, why, there's 
nothing more to it, none of the tria's 
and tribulations which come*to the

Or suppose some thoroughly misedu- 
eated friend sprays you with his con-

If you ve 
not neglected your exercise you've got 
a heart which is capable of meeting

EGYPTIAN MUSEUN 
PLANS ANNOUNCE 


New York, April 8—(4)—The ten- 
tative plans for erection and mainte- 
nance of the proposed Egyptian muse- 
um, for which he has offered $10,000,- 
000, were made public today by John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

It remains with the Egyptian gov- 
ernment to say whether it will accept 
or reject his offer, he said. The 
plans call for a new and more ade- 
quate building and Egyptological ex. 
hibits at Cairo, and connected with it 
another building for scientifie research. 

Hitherto specifications of the $10,- 
000,000 gift have been kept confi- 
dential, but today Mr. Rockefeller au- 
thorized explanation of the three main 
features, 

First, a ¢ommittee of three Amoeri- 
cans was named to be entrusted with 
30,400,000 for constructing and equip- 
ing a new museum building and an 
adjacent structure for an institute of 
archaelogic&l research. The two edi- 


fices were planned to occupy a site 
on an island in the Nile river, facing 
Cairo. The function of this admin- 
istrative board would be only to con- 
Struct the buildings. 

Second, the museum when complet- 
ed would be turned over to a proposed 
Egyptian museum commission which 
the Egyptian government was asked to 
create by official decree. Egypt, 
America, England and France each 
would have two representatives nomi- 
nated by the American Museum of 
Art and the National Academy of Sci- 
ences’ for America, the British mu- 
seum and British academy for Eng- 
land and the Academie Francais and 
the Louvre museum for France, | 

Third, after a 30-year period, the 
plan called for the commission to turn 
over the entire management .of the 
museum without restriction or qualifi- 
cation to the Egyptian government. 
From the start, however, Egypt would 
have full title and ownership of both 
the buildings and the collections. 
balance of $4,600,000 remaining 
after expenditures for construction 
would be used to furnish an endowment 
for the maintenance of the museum 
during the 30-year period, and for the 
support of the proposed archaeological 
research institute.

Washington, April 8.— ((A))— 
Turning its attention to aviation, the 
house late today began consideration 


'of the bill which would authorize an 


expenditure of $85,000,000 during the 
next five years on new equipment for 
the naval air service.

of all world’s series contests. 

Fast Double Plays. 

As a baseball game the contest was 
net an extraordinary exhibition, for 
the field was slow and the seore was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Ameri- 
can Jeaguers, but the fast Washing- 
ton infield, sterling pitching by the 
Senator hurling corps, and some fast 
work from the outfield were good to 
look upon. Aside from the New York 
Yankees the Senators displayed the 
finest bit of big league work which 
had been presented at the local field. 
The Giants did not live up to advance 
notices which had been displayed for 
the edification of local fans.
